W ashington, May 3il.—The Supreme 
Court today ordered the two suits 
filed by the State of Oklahoma again­ 
st United States 
District 
Judges 
Campbell and Cotteral of Oklahoma 
to be reargued before the full bench 
of nine Justices. 
These 
are 
two 
unusual 
suits 
brought in the Supreme court by the 
state to enjoin the Federal judiciary 
within the state from 
interfering 
with the enforcement of the state pro­ 
hibition laws by divers injunctions 
served on state officials. 
They were originally argued last 
March by State Prohibition Enforce­ 
ment Attorney Caldwell of Oklahoma 
and Senator Bailey of Texas, who 
was employed by Gov.

The argument took place before 
seven Judges of the Court, as now 
constituted, Justice Moody being ill 
and Justice Brewer dead.

Evolved New Idea Which Seems 
to Possess Attraction*. 


Buenos Ayres has an architect In 
IVof. Pierre Roveda, who has devised 
a special plan for building whole dis­ 
tricts of houses for tho workingman. 
Instead of erecting the houses on th# 
ordinary square block Professor Ro­ 
veda has used a circle which has a 
diameter of from IOO to 130 yards. 
This circle of ground Is divided into 
ninety-nine radial lots converging to a 
center. 
The circle is concentrically 
divided to form an interior avenue 
four yards broad to allow communi­ 
cation with the center of the circle. 
Each avenue* leads to external side­ 
walks and to longitudinal and trans­ 
verse streets.

I would like to say a few words in 
regard to Oklahoma natural rock as­ 
phalt for paving purposes. 
I 
have 
been in the paving business for a 
num ber of years, both with the old 
style m anufactured Trinidad paving, 
rock, and I do not hesitate to en­ 
dorse the Oklahoma rock as m aking 
the best asphalt pavem ent in exist­ 
ence today. I fail to find any logical 
reason why Oklahoma should not be 
the best paved state in the Union, 
and that at very reasonable cost as 
compared with other pavements. 
The viens of rock asphalt are found 
in a num ber of places in the state; 
notably near the city of Ada and 
near Ardmore. You have at your very 
door what I consider to be the best 
mine in the state. The mine controll­ 
ed by Mr. D. A. H erring. A short tim e 
ago I visited this mine, and spent 
the greater part of a day in going 
over it. I w’as surprised at the m ag­ 
nitude of it. I found the asphalt rock 
from tw enty to thirty 
feet 
thick 
above the natural form ation of the 
earth, and extending (as far as pros­ 
pected) 
several acres 
each 
way. 
Roughly estim ated, I think there is 
more 
asphalt 
rock in 
sight above 
ground than will be taken out in my 
tim e. How far this m aterial extends 
below the surface of the earth has 
not been determ ined, but usually runs 
from 56 to 90 feet in depth, it is 
easily seen th at the supply at Ada 
is practically inexaustible. 
After exam ining the mine I took 
a num ber of sam ples of the rock, 
analyzed same, and found the m a­ 
terial to be a natural paving m ixt­ 
ure. It not only contains the re­ 
quired per centage of Bitum en (or 
asphalt) and sand but has also th '1 
hardening property of carbonate of 
lime in proper proportion, m aking a 
perfect m ixture. 
I used some 8,000 tons of this m a­ 
terial at Lawton last year and found 
it up to requirem ents in every in­ 
stance.

by 
ail 
m eans, and 
from the m ines at Ada in particular 
This m aterial could also be used to 
advantage on our county roads, not 
as an asphalt pavem ent as ground, 
heated, etc., as in cities, but simply 
crushed to pass a 2 1-2 inch ring. 
and laid as m acadam pavem ent. 6 
thick and rolled with heavy rollers. 
With very little attention the first 
year, such a road would harden and 
revert to the natural state of the 
rock, m aking an ideal road. This class 
of roadway could be built very cheap­ 
ly. 
I hope to see this m aterial in gen­ 
eral use all over the state, for it 
is not new, nor an experim ent, but 
a first-class pavem ent paving m aterial

Ordinance Number 200 


An ordinance defining the duties of 


the City Attorney, fixing his sal- 
ary and prescribing how the same 
shall be paid. 


Be it ordained by the 'Mayor and 
, Councilmen of the City of Ada, Ok- 


lahoma. 
Section One. It shall be the duty of 


the City Attorney to attend all meet- 
ings of the City Council, unless ex- 
cused by the Mayor or presiding of- 
ficer, to appear by himself or his dep- 
uty and prosecute all cases in the 
Police Court of which said Court has 
Jurisdiction, and to attend all cases 
wherein the City is a party in all 
Courts. He shall draft all Ordinances 
I required to be d/afted by the i.Mlayor 
and City Councilmen: he shall give 
opinions when so required to the 
Mayor and City Councilmen, the Po- 
lice or other officers of the City 
upon all matters in which the City 
has interest: to draft all resolutions 
orders, contracts 
required of 
him 


by the Mayor and City Council; to 
file complaints against all persons 
for violation of any and all ordin- 
ances of the City upon the sworn 
statement of one or more persons be- 
ing filed with him, setting forth 
complete statement of the facts rela- 
tive to the violation of any such or- 
dinances or ordinace; he shall keep 
his office at the City Hall at a place 
to be designated by the Mayor, City 
Council, and perform any and all le- 
gal services required of him pertain- 
ing to City governfent by Mayor and 
City Council. 


Section Two. That the City Attorney 


shall receive the sum of seventy five 
dollars per month for all his ser- 
vices, payable monthly. Provided, how 
ever, that if the City Attorney shall 
be called upon to leave the City of 
Ada, 
Oklahoma in the performance 


of any of his duties under this or- 
dinance, the City shall pay his travel- 
ing expenses, hotel fares, etc., upon 
his filing with the City Clerk an item- 
ized account of such, expenses within 
ten days after his return to the City, 
otherwise said expenses will be deem 
ed to have been waived by said City 
Attorney. 


Section Three. That all Ordinances 


and parts of Ordinances in conflict 
herewith are hereby repealed.

Buenos Ayres has an architect In 


Prof. Pierre Roveda, who has devised 
a special plan for building whole dis- 
tricts of houses for the worklngman. 
Instead of erecting the houses on th* 
ordinary square block Professor Ro- 
veda has used a circle which has * 
diameter of from _100 to ISO yards. 


This circle of ground is divided Into 


ninety-nine radial lots converging to a 
center. 
The circle is concentrically 


divided to form an interior avenue 
four yards broad to allow communi- 
cation with the center of the circle. 
Each avenue* leads to external side- 
walks and to longitudinal and trans- 
verse streets. 


In the center of the cfrcle Is a plot 


of forty yards la diameter where chil- 
dren may be left to themselves with- 
out their parents' care. In charge of a 
specially designated person. 
In this 


garden a playroom, a school, a hos- 
pital, a fire station and an administra- 
tion room are to be found. 


Naturally 
this 
circular 
plot 
ot 


ground leaves free four corners. In 
each of these four corners the profes- 
sor proposes to build four chalets, 
such as grocery shops, dairies, haber- 
dasheries and the like, which are In- 
tended to be carried on in a co-opera- 
tive way. In each of the ninety-nine 
radial plots a worklngman's house is 
to be erected on the English plan.

I have 
been in the paving business for 
number of years, both with the old 
style manufactured Trinidad paving 
rock, and I do not hesitate to en 
dorse the Oklahoma rock as making 
the best asphalt pavement in exist- 
ence today. 1 fail to flnd any logica 
reason why Oklahoma should not be 
the best paved state in the Union 
and that at very reasonable cost as 
compared with other pavements. 


The viens of rock asphalt are found 
a number of places in the state; 


notably near the city of Ada and 
near Ardmore. You have at your v«ry 
door what I consider to be the best 
mine in the state. The mine controll- 
ed by Mr. D. A. Herring. A short time 


I visited this mine, and spent 


the greater part of a day in going 
over it. I was surprised at the mag- 
nitude of it. I found the asphalt rock 
from twenty to thirty 
feet 
thick 


above the natural formation of the 
>arth, and extending (as far as pros- 
pected) several acres 
each 
way 


Roughly estimated, I think there is 
more asphalt rock in sight above 
ground than will be taken out in my 
ime. How far this material extends 
below the surface of the earth has 
not been determined, but usually runs 
from 50 to 90 feet in deptk. It 
easily seen that the supply at Ada 
s practically inexaustible. 


After examining the mine I took 
number of samples of the rock,

•ears with Oklahoma material rock 
.sphalf, I would suggest the Okla- 
loma material by ail means, and 
rom the mines at Ada in particular 
'his material could also be used to 
dvantage on our county roads, not 
.s an asphalt pavement as ground, 
leated, etc., as in cities, but simply- 
rushed to pass a 2 1-2 inch ring, 
,nd laid as macadam pavement, 6 
hick and rolled with heavy rollers. 
With very little attention the first 
•ear, such a road would harden and 
evert to the natural state of the 
ock, making an ideal road. This class 
if roadway could be built very cheap- 
y.

Ordinnnce Number 200 


An ordinance defining the duties of 


the City Attorney, fixing his sal- 
ary and prescribing how the same 
shall be paid. 


Be it ordained by the (Mayor and 


Councilmea of the City of Ada, Ok- 
lahoma. 
Section One. It shall be the duty of 


the City Attorney to attend all meet- 
ings of the City Council, unless ex- 
cused by the Mayor or presiding of- 
ficer, to appear by himself or his dep- 
uty and prosecute all cases In the 
Police Court of which said Court has 
Jurisdiction, and to attend all cases 
wherein the City is a party in all 
Courts. He shall draft all Ordinances 
required to be drafted by the l.Mlayor 
and City Councilmen; he shall give 
opinions when so required to the 
Mayor and City Councilmen, the .Po- 
lice or other officers of the City, 
upon all matters in which the City 
has interest; to draft all resolutions, 
orders, contracts 
required of 
him 


by the Mayor and City Council; to 
file complaints against all persons 
for violation of any and all ordin- 
ances of the City upon the sworn 
statement ot one or more persons be- 
ing filed with him, setting forth a 
:omplete statement of the facts rela- 
tive to the violation of any such or- 
dinances or ordinace; he shall keep 
his office at the City Hall at a place 
to be designated by the Mayor, City 
Council, and perform any and all le- 
gal services required of him pertain- 
ng to City governfent by Mayor and 
City Council. 


Section Two. That the City Attorney 


shall receive the sum of seventy five 
dollars per month for all his ser- 
vices, payable monthly. Provided, how 
ever, that if the City Attorney shall 
be called upon to leave the City of 
Ada, 
Oklahoma in the performance 


of any of his duties under this or- 
dinance, the City shall pay his travel- 
ing expenses, hotel fares, etc., upon 
his filing with the City Clerk an item- 
zed account of such, expenses within 
;en days after his return to the City, 
otherwise said expenses will be deem 
ed to have been waived by said City 
Attorney. 


Section Three. That all Ordinances

OKLAHOMA SUIT 


MUSI BE REARGUED 


Two Unusual Suits to be Brought Be- 


fore the U. S. Supreme 


Court October 1. 


Washington, May 3d.—The Supreme 


Court today ordered the two suits 
filed by tbe State of Oklahoma again- 
st United States 
District 
Judges 


Campbell and Cotteral of Oklahoma 
to be reargued before the full bench 
of nine Justices. 


These 
are 
two 
unusual 
suits 


brought in the Supreme court by the 
state to enjoin the Federal judiciary 
within the state from 
interfering 


with tbe enforcement of the state pro- 
hibition laws by divers injunctions 
served on state officials. 


They were originally argued last 


March by State Prohibition Enforce- 
ment Attorney Caldwell of Oklahoma 
and Senator Bailey of Texas, who 


» employed by GOT. Haokell i» -the 


case. The argument took place before 
seven Judges o£ the Court, as now 
constituted, Justice Moody being ill 
and Justice Brewer dead. 


Desires Full 'Bench Decision 


The court feels that the question 


raised is of such importance as to 
make it desirable to obtain a decision 
by the full bench. The hearing will 
take place at the October term of 
the court 


The supreme court today also act- 


ed upon the application of the State 
of Oklahoma to file two suits in the 
Supreme Court against the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe railroad to an- 
nul the road's franchise in Okla- 
homa and for orders restraining the 
road from doing the things complain- 
ed of. One suit alleges that 
the 


Santa Fe charges more for freight 


Oklahoma than in. Kansas, con- 


trary to the provisions of the fran- 
chise under 
which, it operates 
in 


Oklahoma, and the other suit alleges 
that the road is carrying liquor into 
the State in violatinon of the State 
and Federal statutes. 


In granting permission 
to 
the 


State of Oklahoma to bring these two 
suits, the Supreme Court fixed Oct 
1, 1910, as the date on which the 
rule is made returnable.

diameter of from 100 to 130 yard*. 


This circle of ground is divided Into 


ninety-nine radial lots converging to a 
center.

four yards broad to allow communi- 
cation with the center of the circle. 
Each avenue* leads to external side- 
walks and to longitudinal and trans- 
verse streets. 


tn the center of the circle ta a plot 


of forty yards la diameter where cbil- 
dren may be left to themselves •with- 
out their parents' care.

garden a playroom, a school, a hos- 
pital, a flre station and an administra- 
tion room are to be found.

the best asphalt pavement in exist 
ence today. 'I fail to find any logica 
reason why Oklahoma should not b> 
the best paved state in the Union 
and that at very reasonable cost as 
compared with other pavements. 


The viens of rock asphalt are found 
a number of places in the state 


notably near the city of Ada and 
near Ardmore. You have at your very 
door what I consider to be the best 
mine in the state. The mine controll- 
d by Mr. D. A. Herring. A short time 
ago I visited this mine, and spen 
the greater part of a day in going 
over it. I was surprised at the mag- 
nitude of It. I found the asphalt rock 
!rom twenty to thirty 
feet 
thick 


above the natural formation of the 
earth, and extending (as far as pros- 
pected) several acres 
each 
way 


Roughly estimated, I think there is 
more asphalt rock in sight above 
ground than will be taken out in my 
ime. How far this material extends 
below the surface of the earth has 
not been determined, but usually runs 
from 50 to 90 feet in deptk. It is 
easily seen that the supply at Ada 
s practically inexaustible. 


After examining the mine I took 
number of samples of the rock, 


analyzed same, and found the ina- 
erial to be a natural paving mixt- 
ure.
